Financial  Setback 
Dealt  Teacher  Corps 

Washington  (CPS)  —  The 
Teacher  Corps  has  received 
such  a  severe  financial  blow 
♦  hat  it  may  not  be  able  to 
recruit  a  new  group  of  interns 
for  the  summer  and  fall  of 
1968. 

The  blow  came  this  week 
when  Congress  passed  and  sent 
to  President  Johnson  the  ap- 
propriations bill  for  the  De- 
partments of  Labor  and 
Health.  Education,  and  Wel- 
fare. The  bill  included  only 
S13.5  million  for  the  Teacher 
Corps,  far  less  than  the  $33 
million  requested  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson  and  Teacher 
Corps   officials

Don't  j 
just  sit  back  and  watch!  Show  ' 
-that  you   care."

An  announcement  was  made 
that  a  container  for  donations 
to  purchase  needed  items  for 
our  soldiers  would  be  placed 
in  the  Campus  Spa  for  three 
days.

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STUDENTS  DESERVE  MORE 

Our  student  council  has  been  operating  for  the  last  ten 
weeks  without  benefit  of  a  constitution  and  a  leader.  Our 
council  president  has  been  presiding  over  these  meetings 
with  the  knowledge  that  there  was  no  constitution  and  with 
little  visible  intent  to  remedy  the  situation.  Our  elected 
president  has  been  content  to  lead  the  deliberative  body 
at  his  pleasure  and   according  to  his  whim. 

We  should  be  thankful  that  at  the  November  20  meet- 
ing of  the  council  several  concerned  representatives  de- 
cided to  take  action  on  the  constitutional  question  and  pro- 
posed the  acceptance  of  an  interim  constitution.  This  action 
was  taken  without  the  support  of  the  council  president. 

Our  elected  president  has  stated  on  several  occasions 
that  if  he  did  not  meet  the  measure  of  his  post,  he  would 
resign  —  in  fact,  that  he  should  be  asked  to  resign.  We  are 
now  suggesting  that  he  consider  those  words  and  take 
action.  Either  he  provide  the  leadership  the  council  and 
student  body  deserve,  or  he  should  step  aside  to  allow 
someone  who  is  willing  and  capable  to  take  over. 


AN  UGLY  AFFAIR 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  first  sign  of  political  awareness 
demonstrated  by  the  student  body  should  be  founded  on 
hastily  drawn  misconceptions.  There  is  curtently  being  circu- 
lated a  referendum  to  force  the  SGA  to  allow  APO's  UMOC 
contest  on  campus.  The  brothers  have  acted  within  their  rights 
to  seek  such  a  referendum  but,  it  appears  that  they  have  failed 
to  find  the  reason  for  the  veto  recommendation  of  the  Finan- 
cial Committee  of  SGA.  The  committee  noted  in  its  recom- 
mendation". .  .  the  lack  of  guidelines  to  effectively  control  the 
type  and  number  of  charitable  drives.  .  ."  and  that  the  com- 
mittee ".  .  .  recognizes  the  need  for  a  definitive  policy  on  the 
matter  and  intends  to  formulate  a  policy.  .  ."  These  state- 
ments hardly  sound  like  a  vindictive  plot  to  deny  APO  and 
the  Fenwicks  from  soliciting  goods  for  needy  causes. 

It  would  have  been  more  advantageous  to  the  APO's  and 
the  student  body  if  the  APO's  had  assisted  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee in  establishing  a  policy  of  definite  procedure  whereby 
worthwhile  causes  could  be  sponsored  by  on-campus  organiza- 
tions to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  sponsoring  organization 
and  the  student  community.

Financial  Com. 
Makes  Report 

The  Financial  Committee  of 
S.G.A.  met  on  Monday,  Nov- 
ember 20,  1967  from  4:00  to 
6:00  p.  m.  The  agenda  included 
the  A.P.O.  sponsored  "Ugly 
Man  on  Campus  Contest"  to 
raise  money  for  the  United 
Fund, and  the  Fenwick  Canned 
Food  Drive  to  collect  canned 
goods  and  money  for  needy 
families  of  Fitchburg. 

Both  of  these  groups  should 
be  commended  for  the  hard 
work  and  thoughtfulness  re- 
flected in  these  two  drives. 
However,  after  two  hours  of 
discussion  and  debate,  the 
Financial  Committee  voted  to 
reject  these  two  proposals. 
The  Committee's  decision 
should  not  be  interpreted  to 
signify  mere  disapproval  of 
the  two  proposals  at  hand.  The 
Committee's  decision  was 
based  on  the  principle,  behind 
the  issues,  not  the  issues 
themselves. 

The  following  is  an  official 
statement  from  the  Financial 
Committee  explaining  their 
decision: 

"These  proposals  were  re- 
jected because  of  the  lack  of 
guidelines  to  effectively  con- 
trol the  type  and  number  of 
charitable  drives  on  campus. 
The  Financial  Committee 
recognizes  the  need  for  a  de- 
finitive policy  on  the  matter 
and  intends  to  formulate  a 
policy  in  the  near  future-" 

By  the  time  this  issue  of 
the  Kampus  Vue  has  been 
printed,  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee will  have  already  been 
working  on  such  a  policy.  An 
open  hearing,  to  which  all  in- 
terested students  will  be  in- 
vited, will  be  held  as  soon  as 
the  Financial  Committee  can 
come  up  with  a  proposed 
policy.  All  interested  students 
should  look  for  notices  an- 
nouncing this  hearing.  The 
Financial  Committee  also  in- 
vites all  suggestions  and  com- 
ments recognizing  that  this 
policy  will  determine  the  fate 
of   such   drives   in   the   future. 

When  this  proposed  policy 
has  been  formulated,  it  will  go 
to  the  Council  for  approval.

(Contnued  from  Page  1) 
hold-even   money,"   a  Teacher 
Corps   official  said. 

The  source  said  the  bill  will 
not  finance  the  Corps  past  next 
June  30.  "There  will  be  no 
money  for  us  to  go  beyond  the 
1900  Corpsmen  we  now  have, 
and  we  will  lose  900  of  those 
at  the  end  of  this  school  year." 

The  Teacher  Corps,  which 
sends  college  students  work- 
ing on  their  master's  degree 
to  teach  in  slum  schools,  is 
just  one  of  many  Federal 
agencies  which  have  suffered 
because  of  pressures  on  Con- 
gress to  reduce  spending.  Con- 
gress extended  the  controvers- 
ial Corps  for  three  years  this 
past  summer,  but  now  has  not 
supplied  it  with  the  funds  to 
meet  the  needs  of  urban  and 
rural  slums. 

Even  though  the  Corps  can 
be  saved  by  a  supplemental 
appropriation  next  year,  much 
of  "the  damage  to  the  pro- 
gram already  has  been  done. 
Colleges  and  universities  will 
be  unable  to  plan  their  train- 
ing programs,  and  local  school 
systems  will  not  be  able  to 
count  on  a  supply  of  corpsmen 
for  their   schools.      Most   local 


school  systems  begin  hiring 
teachers  around  the  first  of  the 
year  for  the  next  school  year. 

In  addition,  the  shortage  of 
funds  probably  will  keep  po- 
tential corpsmen  from  apply- 
ing. 

The  $13.5  million  for  the 
Corps  was  recommended  by  a 
Senate-House  conference  com- 
mittee. The  Senate  originally 
had  voted  to  give  the  program 
$18.1  million,  but  the  House 
had  voted  no  funds  for  the 
Corps.  The  compromise  was 
accepted  by  both  Houses  with 
little    dispute. 

The  Corps'  appropriation  is 
included  in  the  $13.25  billion 
bill  which  Congress  passed  for 
the  Departments  of  Labor  and 
Health,  Education,  and  Wel- 
fare. 

The  bill  contains  $12.56  bil- 
lion for  HEW,  /an  amount 
$141.2  million  below  the  Ad- 
ministration's request,  but 
$249.3  million  above  the  HEW 
appropriation  for  Fiscal  1967. 
For  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Educa- 
tion, the  bill  appropriates  $3.88 
billion,  a  decrease  of  $63.6  mil- 
lion from  the  budget  request 
for  the  new  fiscal  year,  and  a 
decrease  of  $9.1  million  from- 
1967    appropriations.

Lincoln.  .  .  ";,  and,  "of  course 
you  have  reason  to  suspect 
that  God  may  be  dead,  and  my 
generation  may  have  helped 
put  that  suspicion  in  your 
mind,  but  you  better  believe 
as  I  do." 

Now,  I'm  not  suggesting  that 
Victor  be  forbidden  to  express 
his  right-wing  viewpoint.  Cer- 
tainly, if  protestors  are  allow- 
ed to  sing  out  their  feeling, 
then  he  has  a  right  to  be  heard 
too. 

The  record  attacks  any  non- 
conformist, non-rightist  at- 
titude today.  It  is  being  played 
on  the  rock  and  roll  stations, 
so  obviously  the  target  is 
youth.  Mr.  Lundberg  makes 
the  maddening  assumption 
that,  because  a  young  person 
wears  his  hair  long,  questions 
God,  war  and  peace,  he  is 
repudiating  his  country.  Take 
the  following  quotations  from 
the  record  which  makes  anti- 
war youth ,  synonymous  with 
Communism:  "If  you  doubt 
our  free  enterprise  system  in 
the  U.  S.  is  worth  protecting 
...  if  you  doubt  that  each 
]  free  individual  should  reap 
J  rewards  commensurate  only 
with  his  own  efforts,  then  it 
is  doubtful  you   belong  here." 

I  have  too  much  respect  for 
committed,  searching,  dedi- 
cated young  people  to  enjoy 
hearing  their  efforts  exploited 
and  insulted  in  this  way.
